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FIVE GENERATIONS IN THIS REMARKABLE FAMILY 


Unless your acquaintance is greater than that of the average person, it is probably that you can 
count upon the fingers of one hand, or at the most of both hands, those of your friends who have great- 
grandchildren. You can certainly count on a very few of your fingers those of your acquaintance who have 
a great-great-grandchild. Great great-grandchildren are nearly as rare as total eclipses. It is not surprising, 
then, that Mrs. Lucien P. ferry, formerly of Fort Wayne, but now of Decatur, Ind., who is honored with 
four great-great-grandchildren, is an object of mingled wonder and incredibility. 


Mrs. Lucien P. Ferry is ninety-eight years of age. That, in itself, commands for her the respect of 
all who know her. She lacks but two years of being as old as a century, and yet she can see, and talk as well 
as the average person forty years her junior. She has been preceded in death by all but one of her six children. 
Her grandson is well along in years, and is himself a grandfather. She has sixteen great-grandchildren and 
eleven grandchildren. One daughter Mrs. Eudora Boyles, of 813 West Main street, Fort Wayne, is the only 
remaining child. 


The four great-great-grandchildren in whom so much interest centers are James and Caroline 
Morris, the children of James Morris, a masonry contractor living on Melita street; Chauncey Hosler, a son 
of Mrs. May Boyles-Hosler, of Logansport, and the small grandchild of Mrs. Fannie McDermott, of Omaha. 
The Morris children, of this city, are the grandchildren of Louis Morris, also a contractor, of 328 Melita 
street. He is the son of Mrs. Eudora Boyles by her first marriage, and a grandson of Mrs. Ferry. Thus are 
easily traced the five generations in this remarkable family. 


Tells Of Old Fort Wayne 


Besides being a woman of unusual interest because of her position as the oldest of a family of five 
generations, Mrs. Ferry is no less remarkable to local people because of her experiences in old Fort Wayne. 
Having lived here practically all of her life until about fifteen years ago, she remembers the old fort as it 
was almost a century ago, when there were but two houses outside of the fortifications, and when the Indians 
still roamed about in large numbers. Hers was one of the very first families to actually settle here, and she 
is able to recall the times when many of the families that are now considered pioneer Fort Wayne families 
were new arrivals at the fort. She remembers when Indians camped on what is now Calhoun street, near the 
court house. 


Mrs. Ferry, or Caroline Bourie, as she was then known, came here with her father when he moved 
from Detroit in 1814. Her father had spent a great deal of time here for years previous to her birth, and had 
lived in Detroit but a short time before he decided to return to Fort Wayne to reside permanently. He started 
a bakery, and for many years furnished bread to the fort. Caroline Bourie was but three months old in 1814, 
and her earliest memories carry her back to the old fort. Her father belonged to the French nobility. She had 
two sisters and one brother. One sister, Hattie, married George Washington Ewing, onjof the city’s early 
settles, and her sister Nancy married John P. Hedges, formerly of Kentucky, well known by the older 
residents of the city. Her brother John married Miss Shane, of Detroit, and Louis T. Bourie and Miss 
Desdemona Bourie, of this city, are the two surviving children of this union. David Bourie married Miss 
Theresa Driver, of Fort Wayne, and is now a physician at Ligonier. 


Married Lucien P. Ferry 
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During her girlhood days, Miss Caroline Bourie was sent by her father to Detroit, then a hustling 
frontier city, to school. It was while in Detroit one year that she met Lucien P. Ferry, who was a rising and 
promising young lawyer of Monroe, Mich. She fell in love with him, and he with her, and they were married 
when she was but seventeen years of age. He gave up his clientele in Monroe, and came to Fort Wayne at 
her request to make his home in 1831. 


Lucien P. Ferry soon became d noted as a lawyer. He was an attorney of the old school, who fought 
his cases with every ounce of his nature, and put into his arguments all of the fire of his French blood. He 
came of the French nobility, his father, Lucien Ferry, St., having been aide-de-camp to Napoleon, and 
having named Lucien Bonaparte. The family name was at one time spelled Ferre or Ferri, owing to the 
Italian origin, but in France it was changed to Ferry. Old settlers in Fort Wayne say that Lucien P. Ferry, 
the husband of Caroline Bourie Ferry, clearly showed his fine breeding by his manner, and his bearing. 


Occupied Family Home. 


Mr. and Mrs. Lucien P. Ferry, when they came to Fort Wayne to live as man and wife, occupied 
the house which Mr. Bourie had built for his family in 1814, following his return from Detroit. For when 
he returned from Detroit after being away for several years, he found that the Indians had burned his old 
home, which stood near the old English fort on the point of land which is now Lakeside. He built a new 
house on the same site, and Mr. and Mrs. Ferry resided in this house after their wedding. Mr. Bourie in the 
meantime had built a new house on Columbia street, between what is now Barr and Clinton streets, not far 
from the old Fort Wayne, and on the property afterwards belonging to the Hedekins. A number of the 
members of the Bourie family still reside in a house on Edgewater avenue near the place where the old 
house stood. 


Many Descendants. 


Many descendants are a result of the Ferry-Bourie union, and few families have experienced the 
honor of possessing five living generations. The children were Frances P. Ferry, Hattie P. Ferry, Oliver P. 
Ferry, Peter P. Ferry, Eudora P. Ferry, and Clinton P. Ferry. Of these, Frances, Oliver and Peter died single. 
Mrs. Hattie Ferry-McMillan, wife of Dr. McMillan, of Decatur, died last year. Mrs. Ferry now resides at 
the McMillan home, where she was formerly cared for by her daughter, Mrs. McMillan, and is now under 
the care of her grand-daughter, Miss Orvis, daughter of Mrs. McMillan by a former marriage. 


Clinton P. Ferry, a son, migrated to the western coast in the early days and made his mark there. 
Colonel Ferry decided to stop at Tacoma, and there he made a reputation as the best business man and the 
wealthiest citizen of that prosperous city. He was known far and wide as the “Duke of Tacoma,” and his 
admirers were numbered by the thousands. Colonel C.P. Ferry died about two years ago, leaving to the city 
a large sum of money for a museum, which has since been built. Colonel Ferry had one son, Clinton P. 
Ferry, Jr., who lives in New York, and a daughter, May, who married a German [Paul Johann Siebler] 
nobleman and now resides in Strasburg as Mrs. May Siebler de Ferry. She has two children, Arno and 
Clinton, aged fourteen and twelve, respectively. 


Great — Great — Grandchildren. 


It is in the branch of Mrs. Eudora P. Ferry Boyles that the great-great-grandchildren occur. Miss 
Eudora Ferry married first a Mr. Morris, by whom she had a daughter and a son. The daughter is now Mrs. 
Fannie McDermott, of Omaha, Neb., and she has three daughters and two sons. Louis Morris lives on Melita 
street in this city. He has two children, one of whom is James Morris, who in turn has two small children, 
James and Caroline, Caroline being named for her great-great-grandmother.

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Following the death of Mr. Morris, Eudora Ferry Morris married Mr. Boyles, and from this union 
are Anna, Carrie, Grace, Evelyn, Lucien and Robert Boyles. The four daughters reside at home, while the 
two sons are married. Lucien has four children, George, Clare, Lucien and Howard, and the other, Robert, 
has four children, Mrs. May Hosler, of Logansport, Dorothy, Robert and Velma. 


Mrs. Lucien P. Ferry Today. 


Although Mrs. Lucien P. Ferry is now somewhat feeble and worn at the age of ninety-eight years, 
she is nevertheless spry of mind, and loves to talk over the days when she and Fort Wayne were young 
together. She feels as though she and Fort Wayne were companions, and grew up side by side, only now 
she is growing old, while Fort Wayne is just entering into its first state of maturity as a city of the world. 


Mrs. Ferry loves to tell of the time when there were only a few houses outside of the old fort; the 
time when the Indians were numerous and the soldiers were obliged to be ever ready in case of an uprising; 
when there were no streets except Columbia, and it was but a lane; when the ground now occupied by Wolf 
& Dessauer’s store was forest, where the hunters set wolf traps, and Calhoun street was an open patch 
where stray Indiaris frequently camped. Then, a little later, when the city began to grow; the canal was built, 
the boats began to move up and down the rivers and the canal, bringing plenty of supplies to the residents 
of far-away Fort Wayne; some of the people began to drift in who were to be the founders of some of the 
best known families of later Fort Wayne; when the old council hall was built, and her experiences when 
she went to school in this old hall, which stood at the corner of Barr and Columbia streets; when Fort Wayne 
as a city began to occupy a place on the map, and became quite a centeréf this part of the country. Mrs. 
Ferry loves to recall those old days, though they are so far past now that they scarcely seem real to her. 
They are more like a dream to her, after these scores of years which have slipped away and left her nearly 
— not quite, but nearly — one hundred years old. And she expects to reach the century mark too. 


Old Days Not So Dull. 


Those old days were not so dull and boresome, after all, Mrs. Ferry laughs when some people ask 
what in the world the people did to amuse themselves, when there was no place to go and nothing to do or 
see. For, since there was little to do, the young people, and the older people, too, made their own 
amusements. The people of those days were great people to dance and after the community began to assume 
the dimensions of a town, there were dances at the homes of various citizens, and parties of one sort or 
another. The fort was also filled with gay people from the eastern cities. Later, when a little dance hall was 
built by a Miss Peltier, a member of one of the early families, nearly all of the residents repaired to the 
dance hall at least once a week. So, in one way or another, the young people found considerable to amuse 
them. It was quite the custom in those days, too, to have Indian girls for servants, and Indians to raise the 
crops and do other work in the country and about town. 


Jailed For Debt. 


Mrs. Ferry tells of one old Indian who was put in jail for debt, after the old jail was built, and as 
she lived near the jail, she took this Indian over food during the greater part of one summer. 


In connection with the jail, Mrs. Ferry also tells of a man who knew of a certain log in the building 
which was loose, and each time he was put in the lock-up for debt or drunkenness, which was frequently, 
he would soon afterwards appear on the streets again, as free as anyone. He worked this trick several times 
before his means of escape was discovered. 


The Old Families. 
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Mrs. Ferry was telling, as well as she could remember, the names of the old families of Fort Wayne 
— those who came as early settlers, some much earlier than others, and some comparatively recently, but 
still, a long time ago in the memories of most of the citizens now living here. She may have left out some, 
she said, so she does not wish to be criticized, for she finds it hard to remember all those whom she knew 
so long ago. Among those whom she mentioned were the Sweetzers, the Bearsses, who later removed to 
Peru, the Peltiers, the Edgertons, the Hedgeses, the Angells, the Townleys, the Taylors, the Wiliamses, the 
Hubbels, the Hills, the Rudisills, the Huxfords, the Avelines, the Shoaffs, the Bowsers, the Balteses, the 
Kanes, the Brookses, the Kisers (Peter Kiser was the first person to sell meat to Mrs. Ferry), the De Walds, 
the Butlers, the Swinneys, the Thompsons (a great many residents remember old Dr. Thompson), the 
Hamiltons, the Brackenridges, the McCullochs, the Ewings, the Bonds, the Zollarses, the Flemings, the 
Fairfields, the Nindes, the Colericks, the Hannas, the Hedekins, the Oldses, the Barnetts, the Humphreys, 
the Tabers, the Suttenfields, the Edsalls, the Sturgises, the Randalls, the Rockhills, the Comparets, the 
Hoaglands, the Freemans and quite a number of others. 


Located Old Well. 


During the many years that Mrs. Ferry lived in or near the old fort, the well, which has recently 
been located near Old Fort place, was flowing freely, and she has fetched water from it hundreds of times. 
Mrs. Ferry loves to talk of the old well, which evidently made a lasting impression on her mind. She tells 
the following story regarding the days after the well went dry: 


“The well ceased to flow some time after the old fort was deserted, and people living in that 
neighborhood allowed it to get covered up, until there was practically no trace of it. Most people forgot all 
about it. But I did not. I know just where the well was, and I could point out the place today. 


“IT remember that at the time of some big celebration on the site of the old fort, there were impressive 
ceremonies followed by considerable merrymaking. Franklin P. Randall, who was always eager to gather 
knowledge regarding the Indians and the history of old Fort Wayne, took me to one side and said: ‘Mrs. 
Ferry, take me and show me the exact place where the old well used to be. Some say it is here and some 
say it is there, but I am certain that you know where it was.’ ‘I certainly do, Mr. Randall,’ I replied. ‘I have 
drawn barrels of water from that well.’ 


“So we drew aside from the crowd and I led Mr. Randall along the bank of the old canal, where the 
Nickel Plate tracks now run. Just outside of the old fort on the west stood a little frame house, and on the 
rear of this lot, in the northeast-corner, | showed him where the well had been. I see no reason why the 
location of the well should have been so much of a mystery, for quite a number of us knew where it was, 
but for some inexplicable reason people seem to have forgotten all about it. 


Another Old Well. 


“There was another old well which was used in those days, and that was the well which flowed on 
the place that my father bought after he moved across to the south bank of the St. Mary’s river, after leaving 
the old orchard in what is now Lakeside. This property later belonged to the Hedekins, and includes the 
land upon which the brick house where James M. Robinson lived on East Main street. The place ran clear 
back to Columbia street and the old house faced out on the latter street. The well was in the corner of the 
yard near the house. Many of the people in the neighborhood drew water from this well, as their only supply. 
No doubt a good many of the old residents remember this well, but it, too, is gone now.” 


School In Council House. 
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Mrs. Ferry was one of the few surviving people who went to school in the old council house. She 
speaks thus of it: “This building was a two-story barn-like building located at the corner of Barr and 
Columbia streets, and served at the same time as council chamber, general assembly hall, and school house. 
I went to school there together with the other children of the village, until I was sixteen, when my father 
sent me away to Detroit to school.” 


“My father was the only baker at the fort for many years,” Mrs. Ferry said again. “He furnished all 
of the bread for the soldiers and most of their families, and often made up great batches of cakes, pies, or 
other pastries for the balls and other festive occasions that so frequently took place at the fort. I used to 
admire the soldiers so much when I was small, and when I grew larger I used to dance with them. No doubt 
my father thought I would marry a soldier, but when he sent me to Detroit I met Lucien P. Ferry, and he 
won my heart at once. Many of the soldiers and their families were grand people who came from the cities 
of the east, and from Europe, and I used to look upon the grand ladies with an envious eye. They had 
splendid silks and satins that they brought with them, and which we could not get out here.” 


Used Candles to Read Service. 


Among the many interesting circumstances which Mrs. Ferry remembers of the olden times when 
she was young is the first service held by the charter members of the Trinity Episcopal church, of this city. 
This service was held in the old court house and each of the members had to bring a candle. It was necessary 
to light these candles so as to be able to read the service. 


Mrs. Ferry’s husband, Judge Lucien P. Ferry, was a charter member of the Trinity church and Peter 
P. Bailey was another charter member. Mr. Ferry was the first senior warden of the church as well as a lay 
reader. Mr. Chittenden, Isaac Nelson, Thomas Tigar and Mr. Angell, the father of the present Byron Angell, 
were also charter members. The first rector was Rev. Mr. Halstead. 


Mother Called Lady Bourie. 


Mrs. Bourie, Mrs. Ferry’s mother, was quite a character in the community. Mrs. Ferry remembers 
her as being a very strict matron of the colonial type. 


“The whole community called my mother Lady Bourie,” said Mrs. Ferry. “She was of a very 
dignified, reserved bearing, and she was held in the greatest respect by the soldiers and residents of the 
fort.” 


First Furniture Made Here. 


Mrs. Eudora Boyles, the daughter and only surviving child of Mrs. Ferry, has a chair for which she 
would not accept a great sum. It is one of the first set of chairs made in Fort Wayne. “The chairs were made 
by an old cabinet maker named Miller, whom some old residents may remember, and were made for louis 
Peltier, who died about ten years ago at the age of ninety-five years. Mr. Peltier was one of the earliest 
settlers, and was the first person to order a set of furniture made from a local man. The chairs later came 
into the possession of the Ferrys, and Mrs. Boyle still has one of them at her home, 813 West Main street. 


Another Valued Relic. 


Another highly valued family relic is an old portrait in oil of Mrs. Ferry in her younger years. It 
was very difficult to engage good portrait painters in the early days in this part of the country, and it was 
only at great expense that Mr. Bourie succeeded in having the picture done. The painting is still in a good 
state of preservation, and does not show its age. It hangs in the hall of the home of Dr. McMillan, of Decatur, 
the husband of a daughter of Mrs. Ferry. There are several other valued relics of the early days, but none of 
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greater value to the members of the recent generations than this. The coat-of-arms of the family, a re-print 
of which accompanies this story, may be seen in the home of almost every member of the family. 


Privilege of Nobility. 


The late Clinton P. Ferry, “Duke of Tacoma,” the son of Mrs. Ferry, who attained to such 
prominence in Tacoma, had a daughter May who married a Herr [Paul Johann] Siebler, of Strasburg, as 
mentioned above. She signs her name Mrs. May Siebler de Ferry, placing her maiden name last. This is 
because the wife, in Germany, carried with her her family nobility with its rights when she marries, so that 
her husband takes her name with its accompanying nobility rather than the wife taking the husband’s name. 
Mrs. May Siebler de Ferry, who is of noble blood through her grandfather, Lucien P. Ferry, thus brings 
nobility into any family that may result from her union with her husband. She now has two boys, aged 
twelve and fourteen years, whose pictures accompany this story. 


Popular With the Children. 


Mrs. Ferry enjoys telling of her father’s French chef, Tomason. Mr. Bourie imported Tomason 
from France to make bread, pies and cakes for the people of the fort, and the products of his oven were very 
popular. But his pies and bread were no more popular with the soldiers and their families than he himself 
was with the children of the fort. Tomason was the idol of every child in the vicinity, and it is said that even 
an Indian once liked him. He never turned a child away from his kitchen door without some sort of dainty. 


Passes This Story On. 


This story was one which Mrs. Ferry gathered in from the many which her father used to tell. Mr. 
Bourie took great pride in his household furnishing, and possessed more than the average of fine silver and 
furniture for those early days. In those days silver was very scarce and extremely expensive. Mr. Bourie 
brought with him to Fort Wayne considerable silverware, including six tablespoons and six teaspoons, 
which he had made in Canada for Lady Bourie. One of Anthony Wayne’s soldiers at one time stole these 
spoons. Mrs. Ferry gives the following account of the theft and the discovery of the thief, as originally told 
by her father: 


“There was a dress uniform drill going on at the fort on the afternoon that my father discovered the 
theft of his spoons. He, of course, suspected no one, but felt confident that some soldier had done the deed. 
He went at once to General Wayne, who was at the head of his soldiers, and who at once stepped aside to 
hear my father’s complaint. The drill ceased immediately. General Wayne ordered the soldiers to stand 
perfectly still. He explained to them that a theft had been committed at the Bourie home and that the thief 
was thought to be a soldier. Every soldier would therefore be searched at once. 


“Well, the search was made, and there, sure enough, they found a soldier who had the spoons hidden 
in his clothes. He confessed and was sentenced to imprisonment. He had been afraid to leave the spoons 
anywhere for fear they would be discovered, so he felt safer in carrying them about with him. That proved 
to be his undoing.” 


Never Had Picture Taken. 


One peculiarity of Mrs. Boyles, of this city, who is the only living child of Mrs. Ferry, is worth 
mentioning.

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CHAPTER 'V. 


a Mrs. L. P. Ferry, daughter of L. T. Bourie, possibly one oi 

--s- the very first traders and merchants in this vicinity, was present 
at the meeting this morning. Mrs. Ferry drew a pen picture of 
early Fort Wayne, which her grand-daughter, Miss Minnie Orvis, 
read as follows: 

My father, Louis T. Bourie, whose life will be spoken of in 
this meeting by one of his descendants, came to Fort Wayne from 
Detroit in 1762 as an Indian trader and interpreter, built a house 

and store near the English fort. This fort was located on the 
Y south bank of the St. Mary’s river by Captain D’Vincennes, 
founder of Vincennes, Ind. Gen. Wayne traced this fort in 1794. 

My parents were warm personal friends of both Generals Wayne 

and Harrison. My father, after his house was completed, 
brought his family to Fort Wayne to live. There were only two 
houses besides hisown. They returned to Detroit in 1814. When 

I was three months old we returned to Fort Wayne, down the 
river ina peroque—a boat hewn from a large log and propelled by 

tC ‘paddles. The boat was large enough to hold trunks, bedding, 
provisions and passengers. When we arrived there we found 

our house had been destroyed by fire, so we lived in the fort until 

it was re-built. The house was located on what is now the present 

site of Columbia street, between Clinton and Barr streets. I first 
went to school in the fort about the year 1822. My teacher being 

a Baptist missionary named McCoy. I next went to school in the 
council house. In this room was a long row of cupboards where 

the tobaeco supplies were kept. When the boys were unruly the 
schoolmaster would shut them up in these cupboards until they 
would almost suffocate. The girls in those days never required 
punishment. I next went to school in the jail (the present site of 
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the court house) until a brick school could be completed which > 
wes being erected where the jail now stands. This old jail was 
built of logs and was divided into two rooms, an upper and lower... 
The lower. room was used for criminals, and the upper, where we. © . 
studied, was used for prisoners of debt. People at that itme were. 
incarcerated for debt. One man named Alexander, was im- . 
prisoned quite frequently, but by some means escaped as soon as _ 
“he was put in. It was finally discovered that by putting his ° 
shoulder under a log he could crawl out. After my return from 
school in Detroit I met my husband, Lucian P. Ferry, a young —— 
lawyer, and in August, 1831, we were married. I cooked my first’ | 
meal in a fireplace ten feet long, as in those days cook stoves were . 
an unknown luxury in this part of the country, as there was no .| 
way of bringing them here. In 1836 my husband bought me the. 
first cook stove ever brought to Fort Wayne. 4 

A family traveling through by wagon stopped in Mr. Ferry’s ° 
office and offered to sell it. Tt proved a great curiosity , as people 
came from miles around to see the “saddle bags,” as they termed 
it, because of the manner in which it was built, having a hole on 
each side and an oven built underneath. 

The only means of travel was on horseback or by water:.! 
You may like to hear something of social life in those days. While \ 
we lived in a primative way, we did not dress in primative style..: 
Life was very gay, as the garrison was filled with officers and °-- 
their wives from. eastern cities, and many parties were given which | 
were equal in elegance to the parties of to-day. After the officers 
left other people came in to- take their places. . | 

The ladies’ dresses were rich brocaded silks, satins and 
canton crepes, bodices cut decollette and sleeveless. Men wore 
the dress suit of to-day with the exception of satin vests, ruffled 
shirts of linen cambric and silk or satin stock. For general use. 
the sattn vest was worn, but for traveling wore black ‘broadcloth. 

Provisions were brought in covered wagons from Piqua... 
The Indians loved wild fruits, and in this region, on the present 
site of the Pittsburg depot, there was an abundance of straw- 
berries, wild plums “and other fruits. The Indians were accus- 
tomed to cherish the belief that for them the Great Spirit had 
especially caused these to come forth and ripen each season,-and 
every specic of food from the roots, vegetables and fruits to the ~ 
animals themselves were alike considered as imbued with the 
same peculiar principle, in which the Great Spirit had infused 
some special element of excellence intended to impart to the red | 
man both health and strength. Here more especially the black- 

berry was most abundant, and from this fact this point was long 
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\ . known to the Indians as Ke-ki-on-ga, signifying “‘blackberry 
- “patch.” Chas. B. DaSalie says Ke-ki-on-ga passed among the 
Miamis as a symbol of antiquity. But whether this name was 
given on account of the spot being covered with blackberry or 
meant to represent it as the most ancient village of their race in 
this country is not known to tradation. Thus unusual regard for 
the place and the tenacity with which they so long defended it 
would imply the latter supposition. : 
. I have seen Fort Wayne grow from a hamlet to the city it 
now is, and I have the privilege | of being the oldest settler in Fort 
Wayne. 
At the conclusion of these reminiscences Mrs. Ferry bowed 
to the audience as the meeting was brought to a close.

Clinton Peyre Ferry (during his lifetime usually referred to 
as Colonel Clinton Peyre Ferry; May 24, 1836 — 1909) was 
a founder and pioneer of Tacoma, Washington, and a successful 
businessman and art connoisseur. He was also known as the 
Duke of Tacoma. 


Ferry left his home in Indiana at the age of twenty-two to travel 
the U.S. in search of a place, that would grow into a city of note. 
He settled in Portland, Oregon for about seventeen years, was 
its treasurer for four years, and later worked in investments and 
as a general agent in a number of companies. 


Ferry arrived in the Tacoma area in 1873, and is credited for 
giving the city its name. He improved the city's infrastructure 
by investing in real estate, creating parks, and working on the 
city's layout. He increased the city's national importance by 
making it the western terminus of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad. Later, due to the failing economy and the ensuing 
panic, the railroad closed. Ferry tried to keep his business 
going, but later gave up and left the city, coming back in 1893. 


Ferry travelled extensively around Europe, collecting a vast 
array of art. On his return to Tacoma, Ferry donated his 
collection to the city, and later the first city museum was 
established under the name of the Ferry Museum. The museum 
gave people opportunities to learn art, history, and culture, and 
develop their artistic skills. 


Early life 


Clinton Ferry was born in Fort Wayne, Indiana, on May 24, 
1836. His parents -were Lucien Peyre Ferry, son of a French 
immigrant and a Michigan pioneer, and Caroline Bourie, also a 
French descendant and once a president of the Fort Wayne 
Pioneer Society. Ferry's father died at the age of 32; his mother 
lived to be 100.{mote Jb2][8] 


Ferry received education both at home and in one of the first 
commercial schools established in the U.S., in Indianapolis. To 
pay for his education, he worked in a printing office. In 
addition, he learned Morse code, and from 1851 to 1852 was in 
charge of the Fort Wayne telegraph office. Later he worked as a 
clerk in a local store.4!

In Portland, Ferry worked in a wholesale store as a bookkeeper, 

and later was employed by Hummiston & Company as a partner 

in the brokerage and banking business. After a while, he was chosen as treasurer of Portland, which 
by that time had started to grow into a big city. Ferry was in charge of the city's finances for four 
years. After leaving the position, he started investing in real estate, and simultaneously working for 
several life, fire, marine, and accident insurance companies as a general agent.|4] 


Tacoma, Washington 


In 1868, Ferry and his in-laws bought a piece of land on the east shore of Puget Sound, northeast of 
Olympia. The place they believed to have potential started to develop, and in 1873, the family came 
there to settle. Ferry, along with his father-in-law General Matthew Morton McCarver, was credited 
for giving it the name Tacoma.|6l4I[3] 


In Tacoma, Ferry kept investing in real-estate, accumulating considerable property. A patriot of the 
city, he dedicated most of his time to social and administrative improvements. Aside from being 
invested in the city's development on the national level, Ferry was interested in its internal 
establishment, creating parks, sidewalks, and the whole city's layout.!31[5] 


Through the efforts of Ferry and his father-in-law, Tacoma became the western terminus of the 
newly built Northern Pacific Railroad. However, later, due to the failing economy and the panic it 
caused, the railroad company closed. Ferry tried to bring the business back by working as a chief 
clerk, cashier, salesman, bookkeeper, and other positions at both the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company and the Tacoma Land Company. He didn't have much success, and decided to retire and 
go to San Francisco. By 1888, as Ferry had expected, business and development in Tacoma 
improved. However, he wasn't ready to return home yet.!41I6! 


Travels and foundation of the Ferry Museum 


Travelling through Europe, Ferry visited the Paris Exposition as the Washington Territory 
representative, though his personal agenda was to gather relics and works of art and bring them 
home to make Tacoma "the center of art in the northwest." Before his return to Tacoma in 1893, he 
lived in Geneva, Switzerland, collecting art pieces.!©! 


Ferry donated his collection of art and historic relics to Tacoma, and on June 16, 1893, it was 
officially registered as the Ferry Museum of Art. William B. Blackwell, Henry Drum, Clinton P. 
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Ferry, James G. Swan, and Samuel Collyer were listed as trustees.!©! 


A collaboration between the Tacoma Academy of Sciences, the Tacoma Art League (later Tacoma 
Art Museum), and the Washington State Historical Society, the Ferry Museum opened on October 
28, 1893, in the new Tacoma county courthouse.!©! It moved to another site on June 25, 1895.5] 
Providing the resources to study local and worldwide history, geography, and culture, the museum's 
collection consisted of native and natural history showpieces, architectural casts, paintings, copies 
of European pottery, a collection of photographs and etchings, historical books, and an ax used to 


erect the first house in Tacoma. Besides displays, museum provided free art classes once a 
week, L6][13] 


In 1911, the museum, in association with the Washington State Historical Society, moved its 
collections to the Tacoma City Hall and the Pierce County courthouse. Afterwards, it was moved to 
the Washington State Historical Society building. Keeping the relationship tight, in 1931 the Ferry 
Museum made a big donation to the Society, which included the Historical Building south wing, the 
site for additional construction, a museum collection valued at approximately $100,000 
($2,644,000 in 2020 dollars!™*te 2]), and a $10,000 ($264,000! 2]) transfer of the Frank B. Cole 
Endowment Fund, the income of which was to be spent only on the museum.!©]5] 


The first building that the Ferry Museum owned itself was erected in 1915, with money provided by 
Ferry's estate after his death and funds donated by other citizens."°1

Secondary positions and political views 


In the course of his life, Ferry had always been an adherent of Democracy. However, after the events 
leading to the American Civil War in 1861 he changed his mind and started supporting 
Republicanism and Lincoln's party.|5] 


Ferry's memberships and secondary positions included: president of the City Art Association, a 
member of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, a Mason of high standing with the 32nd degree 
of Scottish Rite, a member of the Shrine, and a Knight Templar (a title he earned during service to 
the office of the Governor of Washington, Elisha P. Ferry, who was his uncle).!5] 


Personal life 


In 186215] according to one book and 1868/6! according to another, Ferry married Mary Ann 
Buckalew, the stepdaughter of General Matthew Morton McCarver. She died in 1874, leaving Ferry 
a daughter, May. He married for a second time to Eveline Trafton and had a son, Clinton Trafton 
Peyre Ferry; however, the couple later separated. [5][211[3] 


Due to his affection for the city, Ferry was often called "Tacoma" Ferry and "The Duke of Tacoma." 
During his travels, as he collected materials and wrote for magazines, he always used Tacoma 
letterhead, and he thought of Tacoma as of his only home.!3! 


Death 


In 1909, Clinton P. Ferry died of "an attack of dilation of the arterion" in San Diego, California, at 
the age of 73. His body was brought to Tacoma for burial.!3[2] 
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Among other services, there was an eloquent tribute at the regular Order of the Eastern Star 
meeting in the Masonic temple. The remembrance speech contained the bright moments of his life 
and his contributions to the society, city, and country.27] 


inheritance 


Ferry ordered to convert the value of his estate, which was about $60,000 ($1,586,000! 2]) into 
cash and divide it into 100 shares. He left nearly half of the shares to the Ferry Museum. His son, 
Clinton Ferry, received 14 shares, his daughter May, 8 shares, and his mother, Caroline P. Ferry, 10 
shares. The rest of the shares, including diamonds, rings, and other personal valuables, he gave 
away to various relatives and friends.!2!

... The late Clinton P. Ferry, "Duke of Tacoma," the son of Mrs. Ferry, who attained to such prominence in 
Tacoma, had a daughter May who married a Herr [Paul Johann] Siebler, of Strasburg, as mentioned above. 
She signes her name Mrs. May Siebler de Ferry, placing her maiden name last. This is because the wife, in 
Germany, carried with her her family nobility with its rights wnen she marries, so that her husband takes 
her name with its accompanying nobility rather than the wife taking the husband's name. Mrs. May Siebler 
de Ferry, who is of noble blood through her grandfather, Lucien P. Ferry, thus brings nobility into any family 
that may result from her union with her husband. She now has two boys [Arno and Clinton], aged twelve 
and fourteen years, whose pictures accompany this story...

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A Brief Note About Paul and May Siebler-Ferry. 


Paul Siebler owned two cast iron stove companies, one in Germany and the second in France.He married 
May Ferry, the daughter of the owner of a large bread factory in the United States of America. His mansion, 
Villa Siebler, was in Lenzkirch, in the Black Forest of Germany. He and his wife donated a park to the town, 
and after World War |, had a hero's monument erected in the park. The monument was constructed over a 
four-year period by a Professor Sturzenancker of Karlsruhe. It took that long just to find the names of all of 
the fallen, German soldiers, and then having those names engraved. May Ferry died quite young. In World 
War II, Paul Sieber's stores were confiscated by the Nazis. He willed his mansion to the town of Lenskirch 
who used it as a sanitarium for young men that contracted TB during the war.

AUDIO PLAY: In "1918 Farewell" Martin Graff tells the story of a German-American family in Strasbourg. 


It begins with the sounds of a waltz. A young man asks a young woman to dance. He is German, comes from Lenzkirch. 
She is American, lives in French-speaking Switzerland. He owns a long-established household goods store on 
Gutenbergplatz in Strasbourg - the "Schwowalade". Even today he is known to some people from Strasbourg, as Martin 
Graff's dialect radio play "1918 Farewell" shows with recorded original tones. The Alsatian author and cabaret artist is 
predestined for this material. No one could tell the true story of Paul and May Siebler-Ferry better than him. In the SWR 
production, he doesn't just do it as a director, but also literally: he is the narrator who holds this story, which is in some 
ways unbelievable and outrageous in others, together and links the various episodes together. 


Alsace has been under German rule since the Franco-Prussian War of 1870. The Black Forest Paul Siebler, who 
married his May in 1893 and settled with her in Strasbourg in an apartment with a view of the Miinster, is a respected 
citizen in the Alsatian metropolis. People like to shop at Schwobelade. Until World War | broke out — and sons Clinton 
and Arno went to the front as soldiers. While Arno is taken prisoner by the French, Clinton falls in Belgium shortly before 
the end of the war. 


His mother, who had tried in vain to remind her eldest son in the last conversation that he was also an 
American, got it into her head that the body should be taken to Lenzkirch. Against all odds and with the money of the 
wealthy businessman, the daring venture succeeds. It is the dramatic climax of the radio play when the coffin is brought 
out of Brussels in a car that is too small - the windows of which have to be smashed - and finds its last resting place in 
the Black Forest: In view of the millions of anonymously buried soldiers, this is almost something of a miracle . Clinton is 
brought underground as a war hero with the escort of the Church. 


What then follows is the expulsion of the Siebler-Ferrys from Alsace. Even if Paul, spoken very convincingly by 
Volkmar Staub, doesn't want to admit it for a long time ("I know my Alsatians"), he still has to take the changed political 
circumstances into account. Alsace now belongs to France again, in Strasbourg a revolutionary state of emergency 
prevails for a few days - as the then military doctor Alfred Déblin impressively described in his novel "November 1918". 
The 60,000 "old Germans" who live in Strasbourg are chased out of the country with shame and disgrace ("Schwobe 
nis!"). Paul Siebler-Ferry loses his entire fortune and becomes head of the watch factory in Lenzkirch. Under the 
National Socialists he took back his property — until a bomb buried the house on Gutenbergplatz in 1944. 


His granddaughter, born in 1924, still lives in Freiburg. Graff got all the documents for his radio play from her. In 
the end, he lets the 93-year-old speak with a firm voice. Herta Siebler-Ferry must be an impressive woman - like her 
grandfather, who did not want to bow to the political course of the day. "1918 Farewell" is an instructive radio play - and 
in the lively diversity of its voices a plea for an open Europe.

Paul and his wife May Siebler-Ferry were good friends with Reinhard and his wife Magdalena 
Pfeffer, and their family who lived in the town of Waldshut, in the German Black Forest. Soon after 
his wife’s death in 1930, Paul Siebler-Ferry decided to take the youngest, and still unmarried 
daughter of his friends, Magdalena Pfeffer, on an around Europe trip. She would call him ‘Uncle 
Paul, and he would wine and dine her for at least a year, much to the consternation of her 
parents. The trip probably happened a few years before her marriage to Erwin Ludwig Buhler, and 
so would likely have been about 1934. 


Magdalena Pfeffer became very used to the ‘high-life’ because of her ‘Uncle’ Paul Siebler-Ferry, 
and never forgot it. Now, in 1936, she met and decided to marry a young lawyer, Erwin Ludwig 
Buhler, who’s family also had a home in Waldshut. Uncle Paul was so pleased that his young 
‘niece’ was getting married, that he decided to pay for the young couple’s wedding in Waldshut, 
and then decided to accompany them on their honeymoon to Italy. The newly married Magdalena 
Buhler, of course, had no objection to her rich Uncle Paul coming along for the honeymoon. Poor 
Erwin Ludwig, he never could satisfy the rich tastes of the spoiled little girl that became his wife, 
lawyers and judges just do not make the kind of money that successful businessmen do, after all!

Schwowelade ”, Central Hardware Store . At numbers 1 and 2 of the square settled in : 
1779 the ancestor of a large DIY store that the people of Strasbourg knew as 
"Schwowelade", an Alsatian translation of "Swabian store" (the "Schwowe" or " 
Swabians", describing almost all those living on the other side of the Rhine), because of 
the origin of its owner Paul Siebler-Ferry (1867-1948), a native of Lenzkirch, in the 
neighboring Black Forest. The store was bought by the Alsatian Salomon Lehmann with 
his son-in-law Paul Rueff (1887-1950) in 1919 (return from Alsace to France), and run 
since the 1930s by Camille Pfrunner (1888-1959). It continued to grow, taking the name 
"Quincaillerie Centrale de Strasbourg". Returned to the son of the former owner, Arno 
Siebler-Ferry in 1940, it was destroyed on August 11, 1944 during the bombing that hit the 
building, and the fire that followed. Arno Siebler-Ferry was killed on this occasion. A 
temporary building housed the hardware store after the war, until the reconstruction of the 
building, completed in 1957, when the Central Hardware store closed for good.

Beautiful building with a neo-renaissance scrolled gable that looks like it was added in the early 
20th century. It faces the Neubau (/Adresse:Le_neubau_(CCl)_(Strasbourg)) , former Town Hall and 
current Chamber of Commerce and Industry. 


The four-storey building with sober facades and pierced with rectangular windows seems to have 
been built during the first half of the 19th century. The windows on the first floor are surmounted 
by cornices. If we ignore the scrolled gable, the architecture of the building is quite similar to that 
of the neighboring building at 91 rue des Grandes Arcades

In the old building was the Quincaillerie Centrale formerly Furderer, Jaegler & Cie (Founded in 
1779) better known as "Schwowelade" because this house was managed before 1914 by a family 
from across the Rhine (the "Schwowe" or "Schwobe" not designating only the "Swabians" but all 
those who lived on the right bank of the Rhine). 


This establishment enjoyed a well-established reputation until its disappearance, and any 
handyman in search of a unique piece (even if only a single nail) was sure to find satisfaction there. 


Owners: 
Before 1918: Paul Siebler-Ferry (1867-1948), native of Lenzkirch, in the neighboring Black Forest. 


Between the wars: Salomon Lehmann, from Strasbourg (8, rue Merciére) then his son-in-law Paul 
Rueff (1887-1950), Alsatian, who was robbed of his shop in 1939/1940, because of his Jewish 
origins. He emigrated to the United States during the war.

An excerpt from the book, “Die Heilkraft des Schreibens: wie man vom eigenen Leben erzahit.” (,, The 
healing power of writing: how to tell about one's own life.” By Herrad Schenk: 


In such descriptions, the narrators often rely on diary entries from the past. But when it comes to 
traumatic events such as the arrival of news of the death of close relatives, there is no need for such a 
memory clipping. The images of such days remain forever in the memory, partly exaggerated, even in 
secondary details, partly as if clouded: 


“August 13, 1944 is a beautiful, warm summer day. I'm sitting on the train from Meersburg on Lake 
Constance to Strasbourg in Alsace in a 3rd class compartment. Express trains no longer run on Sundays; 
the slow train will take me directly to my destination, but stop at every little station. 


“| don't know what to wish for; that the journey takes forever or that | will be with my loved ones as 
soon as possible. A night full of tears is still in my throat, and my eyes burn, because since yesterday | 
know that my parents’ house no longer exists. The Allied bombers reduced it to rubble. And the worst 
thing is: My father is missing. At the time of the bombing, he was on a patrol in the house. Mum, 
Irmgard and Werner came out of the air-raid shelter unharmed, a friend from Kehl told me on the 
phone. 


“In the small hotel in Meersburg, where | spent a carefree holiday week before my military service with 
the Red Cross, | heard yesterday at breakfast about the bombing of Strasbourg. Strasbourg! We have 
always believed that our house was safe, so close to the Munster. How | spent the day yesterday after 
the devastating news, | don't remember. Now the beautiful landscape passes me by like a movie, but 
| only see it through a thick veil. When | said goodbye to Dad ten days ago, he stood in front of the 
mirror in suspenders and shaved. With the white foam around 
his mouth and nose, he looked like a clown. He gave me a wet 
kiss, wished me a nice holiday, and we said: "Goodbye!" The 
train creeps through the country at a snail's pace, and | only 
have this very last picture of my father and no reunion.”

Arno Siebler-Ferry (1896-1944) is the youngest son of Paul and May Siebler- 
Ferry formerly of Strasburg, Alsace, German Empire, but then, after World 
War I, of the town of Lenzkirch, in Baden, Germany. 


Arno, like his older brother, Clinton, served in the Imperial German Army 
during World War I, fighting with the 6th Bavarian Reserve Infantry Regiment, 
No. 6 Replacement Battalion. He was wounded on the 17 September, 1917, at 
Altkirch, Alsace, German Empire, and captured by French Forces. 


After WWI, Arno would join his father in the watch and clock manufacturing 
factory (Uhrenfabrik Lenzkirch A.G.) in Lenzkirch, Baden, Germany, where he 
would act as its Technical Director from 1925 until 1929. He was brought in to 
‘reinvigorate’ the company's operations.

In 1940, Arno Siebler-Ferry went back to Strasbourg, and repurchased the 
family business, the general hardware store on 1 place Gutenberg, Grande 
lle, and now called the "Quincaillerie Centrale." He would run it until his 
death, and the building's destruction in an Allied air raid in 1944. During his 
later years, it was said that he was also a diplomat for the German 
government. 


On August 11th, 1944, he lost his life when, while checking the inside of his 


store, he was surprised by an Allied bombing raid that totally destroyed the 
Added by Hans Victor von Maltzahn Building at 1 place Gutenberg.

FLANDERS. 


1. This division was organized in Bavaria in September, 1914, and sent to Belgium about October 21. Assembled in the vicinity of Lille and was sent toward 
Dadizeele the 27th and was near Gheluvelt October 29, but does not seem to have been in the fight. 


2. November | it was sent south of Ypres between Hollebeke and Messines. It attacked in the direction of Wytschaete November 2 and suffered heavy losses: 11th 
Company, 4 officers and 181 men (16th Reserve Regiment); 6th company of the 17th Reserve Regiment, 5 officers and 228 men (casualty lists). November 6 the 3d 
company of the 21st Reserve Regiment was reduced to 3 provisional officers and 63 men (notebook). 


1915. 


FLANDERS. 


1. The division remained in the Messines-Wytschaete sector until the beginning of March, 1915. 
2. Relieved between March 6 and 8 and sent the 1 Ith as reinforcements to the 7th Corps at Neuve Chapelle. Then sent to rest in the region of Roubaix in March.

3. Beginning of April it went into line southwest of Lille between Grenier Wood and Aubers and held this sector until the end of September, 1916.

1, July 19, 1916, the division suffered heavy losses in opposing the British attack southeast of Laventie.

2. Relieved from the Lille front about September 27 and engaged in the Somme district near Eaucourt I Abbaye and Gueudecourt until October 13. Again suffered 
heavily.

3. October 25 it took over the Vimy-Lievin sector, south of Lens. 


1917. 


1. The division held the front south of Lens during all the winter of 1916 to 1917 and executed many raids, 


2. February 12 sent to rest near Douai and reorganized in February and March. One of its regiments, the 21st Reserve, was transferred to the 16th Bavarian 
Division, newly organized. 


3. March 14 it went into line north of the La Bassee Canal. 


4. Withdrawn from this sector at the end of April and was engaged May § northeast of Arras, at Oppy Gavrelle, until May 11. In the middle of June it returned to 
this sector for a few days and does not seem to have suffered heavy losses. 


Ypres. 


5. After a rest near Douat until the end of June the division was sent to Flanders. Was first placed in reserve south of Thielt during the first few weeks of July and 
engaged the 18th southeast of Ypres in the Ledeghem sector. Lost heavily from the artillery preparation and was relieved July 30 before the British attack. 


ALSACE. 


6. Sent to Alsace and held the Altkirch sector from the middle of August to beginning of October. 


Laonnots. 


7. About October 16 to 17 it was sent to the region of Lizy, southwest of Laon. It relieved on the Ailette, east of Anizy le Chateau, about October 25, the remains of 
the 14th and 52d Divisions, decimated by the French attack of the 23d. 


8. The division was not heavily engaged in the sector of Lizy. It continued to hold it in November and December 1917 and January 1918. During this period it was 
sent to Vervins for rest and training. 


VALUE—1917 ESTIMATE. 


The division was organized as an attack unit. From January 24 to February 19, 1918, it went through a training for the offensive in the vicinity of Vervins including 
breaking-through maneuvers, Feb. 1 with a Prussian division at Vallee aux Bleds; another divisional maneuver February 11 before the German Crown Prince and 
Gen. Ludendorff; third divisional maneuver February 18 (examination of prisoners, Feb. 28, 1918). It is to be noted that in Flanders, where the division had the only 
important fight st had in 1917 st suffered heavily. Its morale was so weakened that it had to be withdrawn before the British attack. 


1918. 
VERVINS. 


|. The 6th Bavarian Reserve Division was relieved in the Anizy le Chateau region by the 6th Division, January 24 and went to the vicinity of Vervins where it was 
put through a course of training in open warfare, in which artillery and aeroplanes participated. These exercises were supervised by the Crown Prince and 
Ludendorff. 


2. February 22 it relieved the 6th Division in its former section. About the end of the month the division was relieved by elements of the 13th Landwehr Division, 
and by the extension of the flanks of the neighboring divisions, going to rest in the Chauny region. 


Somme. 


3. Toward the middle of April the division relieved the 206th Division near Mesnil St. Georges (southwest of Montdidier). It was relieved by the 25th Reserve 
Division April 21. 


AMETTE. 


4. There is some doubt as to where the division went; it was reported northeast of Ghent, northeast of Laon, and in Lorraine. There is some evidence to show that it 
relieved the 222d Division near Anizy le Chateau during the night of May 2~3. This front was very quiet until the German offensive of May 27, in which attack the 
6th Bavarian Reserve Division did not attack in the front line—~being “leap-frogged” by the Sth and 6th Divisions acting as shock units—but followed up the 
advance coming into line between these two divisions during the night of the 27th-28th. It was at this time definitely identified. In the attack on Terny (May 28), the 
division met with strong resistance and suffered heavily. June 1 it captured Le Port, but lost it again to the French on June 7, with severe losses. It was relieved 
about the 15th by the 53d Reserve Division. 


Marne. 


5. July 17 it was identified near Passy sur Marne (west of Dormans). It was withdrawn August 6 and spent a fortnight refitting. 


Baraume. 


6. August 23 it reinforced the front near Ervillers (northwest of Bapaume) having traveled via Cambrai, Bourlon, and Beugndtre. The division was withdrawn early 
in September. 


Ypres. 


7. It relieved the 8th Division southwest of Messines during the night of September 17-18. Just before coming into line the 17th Bavarian Reserve Infantry 
Regiment was dissolved and its men drafted to the other two regiments of the division. It was replaced by the 25th Bavarian Infantry Regiment from the 14th 
Bavarian Division which was dissolved at this time. Likewise, the 6th Bavarian Reserve Field Artillery Regiment was dissolved and replaced by the 19th Bavarian 
Field Artillery Regiment from the 10th Bavarian Division disbanded in July. The division remained in line until the armistice was signed, withdrawing through 
Wytschaete-Houthem-Comines-Marcke-Ooteghem and Krinstraat. 


VALUE—1918 ESTIMATE. 


The 6th Bavarian Reserve is rated as a second-class division, which seems justified not only from opinions concerning its ability as a fighting unit coming from 
Allied sources, but also from the fact that, although it had a course of training in “breaking through” in February, it was never so used by the German High 
Command, serving rather as a “follow up” division. (Cf. May 27 offensive.) The division suffered heavy losses during its 1918 engagements: indeed, some 
prisoners captured the middle of September said that it was to be broken up. They were mistaken, but one of the infantry regiments and the artillery regiment were 
disbanded.
